Although William Haley's sentencing for 
Florida drug trafficking Was continued until 
June 26, West Palm Beach. Assistant States' 



Atty. Jerome Davis expects to arrive at that 
hearing with stronger evidence against 
Haley. 

Allegedly, there is some connection bet- 
ween Haley and a federal grand jury in- 
vestigation on dope trafficking that is in 
progress in Chicago. 

•Ira -Raff elson of the Federal .Drug En- 
forcement Administration located in Chicago , 
said that the cloak of-seerecy that protects 
such an. investigation banned him from even 
confirming that such an investigation is 
going on. 

Yet rumors are flying among the law en- 
forcement agencies that some local in- 
dictments are expected to come out of the 
alleged investigation. 

On June 5, Haley's lawyer, Atty. Phillip 
Butler, entered a status check request. On 
June 6, when Haley, who was convicted by a 
Florida jury of drug trafficking in a three- 
year-old West Palm Beach drug .case, was 
due to be sentenced, Butler made a motion 
for a new trial. 

* This motion' was based on the fact that the 
prosecution refused to tell the defense the 
exact location of Woodrow Wilson before 
Haley's.trial in April. 



Wilson, the pilot of the plane that was con- 
fiscated with over $450,000 worth of 
marijuana aboard, was the chief prosec ution 
witness. 

In accordance with Florida law, Wilson 
was given probation forteslifying that Haley 
had hired him to deliver the drugs. 

According to Davis, West Palm Beach 
County Judge Richard Burke granted the 
continuance for due consideration of the new 
trial request. 

Davis said ho- does not expecMhat motion 
to be granted because Burke ruled before 
Haley's trial that only the state in which 
Wilson was "located and his type of- em- 
ployment need be turned over to the defense. 

Davis said the judge made the ruling after 
hearing the threats that had been made 
against Wilson. 

Haley faces a mandatory three-year prison 
sentence plus a $25,000 fine for the West 
Palm Beach charge. 

The maximum sentence he faces on this 
charge is 30 years. Whether or not any new 
evidence will change this will, be revealed on 
June 26 when Burke is expected to either sen- 
tence Haley or grant the new trial motion. 

Pending the sentencing hearing, Haley 
remains in prison in Florida without bond.

-Two bills co-sponsored by 
Senator Adeline J. Geo- 
Karis (R-Zion) to help 
protect people from hazar- 
dous substances have passed 
easily in the State Senate 
and will go to the House for 
approval, 

' "We must all be concerned 
about the possible effects of 
hazardous materials, and 
the strong support for. the 
two bills indicates the 
awareness of our 
lawmakers," Senator Geo- 
Karis said. 

SB 1938 would require the 
Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency (IEPA) 
to test water wells annually 
at the request of owners if 
the .wells are within half a 
mile, of either a hazardous 
waste disposal facility or a 
sanitary landfill. 

# 

"SB 1939 would create a 
registry to collect in- 
formation on health 
problems which might be 
related to hazardous , sub- 
stances. It also would create 
a Cancer Research Fund, to 
be financed with two percent 
of the money collected from 
cigarette taxes? 

"Monitoring ground water 
for contamination" from 
either landfills or hazardous 
waste facilities is absolutely 
necessary for the safely and 
health of our people," 
Senator Geo-Karis stated; 
"There are several disposal 
areas" in mydistrict which, 
must be considered potential 
hazards." 

The purpose of the 



proposed registry would be 
to compile information 
which could be used to 
document whether "certain 
health problems can be 
traced to hazardous sub- 
stances. 

"It is vital to get complete 
and accurate information 
from every possible source 
on cancer incidence, birth 
defects, miscarriages, oc- 
cupational diseases and any 
other health problems which 
might be linked to contacts 
with hazardous substances," 
Senator Geo-Karis said. 

"By gathering facts from 
physicians and hospitals, it 
will be possible; to pinpoint 
dangers so they can be dealt 
with properly," she stated,

Q, How is science trying to find ways to combat laolh decay? 

A. Researchers are currently, working on various methods of pro- 
tecting teeth with oral immunization using benign bacteria to combat 
the microorganism most responsible for decay — the streptococcus 
mutans. This particular germ does" Its destructive' work faster and 
more effectively than any of the other microorganisms in the mouth, 
yel It makes up only 20 percent of the total number. 

Scientists are also looking for a vaccine against caries-causing 
bacteria, one that will be long-lasting and safe tor humans. They are 
exploring the possibilities of a controlted-release antiseptic, and 
looking into the tooth-decay retardants is saliva that might be added 
to plaque-causing foods. Identification of, specific tooth-damaging 
foods on the market Is'still another approach being followed. 

All of these methods, a combination of them, or something still not 
discovered, will ultimately holp to further combat decay.
